WASHINGTON UH - The time 


may come When President Eisefli 
hower, who went into the White 
Jloiise political advice, is 
con- 


sidered one of the best politicians 
of the Soth cehtury. 


That's taking in a lot of terri- 


tory, and professional politicians— 
whose Idea of politics is fight and 
slam —attack and create issues — 
may hot at the .thought. 


But Eisenhower already has es- 


tablished a 
remarkable political 


record in his first 30 months in 
the White House. Perhaps at tf 
point a definition of a good poli- 
tician might be in order: 


He's a man who manages 
to 


stay immensely popular 
getting done as much as 
while 
possi- 


ble of what 
he wants 
whilel 


avoiding any personal animosities 
which 
might get in the 
way of 


what he wants. 


It's hard to think of anyone in 


or out of Congress — except per- 
laps Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) — 
ivho is publicly mad at Eisenhow- 


Public opinion polls show he 


las retained an extremely 
high 


sersonal popularity. 


A number of reasons can 
be 


suggested for his popularity: 
He 


went into office with great pres- 
ige and great public esteen and 
ic has done nothing by his tactics 


forfeitvit. 
A personal attack is one of the 


jest ways to force people to choose 
up sides —for or against you — 
and Eisenhower has made person- 
al attacks on no one. 


He managed to get an end 
to 


he fighting in Korea, as Ihe prom- 
sed. He has 
steered 
clear of 


hreats he couldn't fulfill. It was 
Secretary of State Dulles, not Ei- 
senhower, who startled the world 
with talk of massive retaliation. 


The President h.s carefully fol 


owed a moderate course. Ans 
an 


example: If since 1953 he had been 
extreme in his 
criticism of th 


Russian leadership, it might have 
seen impossible for him to meet 
with the Kremlin men in Geneva 
where they establishedd a relation- 
ship which may do the 
world 


good. 
. 


And, 
as for dealing with Con- 


;ress where the Democrats should 
lave been his natural political 
'oes, 
lying in wait for him, it has 


been almost as if he followed this 
philosophy: 


"I have a number of programs 


I want passed. I could fighmt vig- 
vorously for each one of them and 
ook like an aggressive leader. But 
I won't get everything I 
want 


anyway. 
. 


"By following a moderate course, 


with every issue decided on 
its 


merits and not on a .personal bias 
involving me, making no enemies, 
I may do all right." 


He hasn't done badly: This year 


;he Democratic-run Congress has 
sassed much that he asked—some- 
times a .little less than he asked, 
as in foreign aid, or a little more 
than he asked, 
as in 
the mini- 


mum wage. 


The Democrats have gotten along 


with him so well that Washington; 
observers wonder how the Demo- 
crats are going to have any r<?al 
ssues in the 1956 presidential cam- 
?aing if they don't start fighting 
Eisenhower and the Republicans 
son, 


They may be reconciled to the 


:dea that he will run again, and 
win again, and th,at the best they 
can hope for is retaining control 
of Congress through the record o 


11 legislation they establish there.

McCarthy (R-Wis) — 
ivho is publicly mad at Eisenhow- 


Public opinion polls show he 


las retained an extremely 
high 


sersonal popularity. 


A number of reasons can 
be 


suggested for his popularity: 
He 


went into office with great pres- 
ige and great public esteen and 
ic has done nothing by his tactics 


forfeitvit. 
A personal attack is one of the 


jest ways to force people to choose 
up sides —for or against you — 
and Eisenhower has made person- 
al attacks on no one. 


He managed to get an end 
to 


he fighting in Korea, as Ihe prom- 
sed. He has 
steered 
clear of 


hreats he couldn't fulfill. It was 
Secretary of State Dulles, not Ei- 
senhower, who startled the world 
with talk of massive retaliation. 


The President h.s carefully fol 


owed a moderate course. Ans 
an 


example: If since 1953 he had been 
extreme in his 
criticism of th 


Russian leadership, it might have 
seen impossible for him to meet 
with the Kremlin men in Geneva 
where they establishedd a relation- 
ship which may do the 
world 


good. 
. 


And, 
as for dealing with Con- 


;ress where the Democrats should 
lave been his natural political 
'oes, 
lying in wait for him, it has 


been almost as if he followed this 
philosophy: 


"I have a number of programs 


I want passed. I could fighmt vig- 
vorously for each one of them and 
ook like an aggressive leader. But 
I won't get everything I 
want 


anyway. 
. 


"By following a moderate course, 


with every issue decided on 
its 


merits and not on a .personal bias 
involving me, making no enemies, 
I may do all right." 


He hasn't done badly: This year 


;he Democratic-run Congress has 
sassed much that he asked—some- 
times a .little less than he asked, 
as in foreign aid, or a little more 
than he asked, 
as in 
the mini- 


mum wage. 


The Democrats have gotten along 


with him so well that Washington; 
observers wonder how the Demo- 
crats are going to have any r<?al 
ssues in the 1956 presidential cam- 
?aing if they don't start fighting 
Eisenhower and the Republicans 
son, 


They may be reconciled to the 


:dea that he will run again, and 
win again, and th,at the best they 
can hope for is retaining control 
of Congress through the record o 


11 legislation they establish there.

WASHINGTON UH - The time 


may come When President Eisefli 
hower, who went into the White 
Jloiise political advice, is 
con- 


sidered one of the best politicians 
of the Soth cehtury. 


That's taking in a lot of terri- 


tory, and professional politicians— 
whose Idea of politics is fight and 
slam —attack and create issues — 
may hot at the .thought. 


But Eisenhower already has es- 


tablished a 
remarkable political 


record in his first 30 months in 
the White House. Perhaps at tf 
point a definition of a good poli- 
tician might be in order: 


He's a man who manages 
to 


stay immensely popular 
getting done as much as 
while 
possi- 


ble of what 
he wants 
whilel 


avoiding any personal animosities 
which 
might get in the 
way of 


what he wants. 


It's hard to think of anyone in 


or out of Congress — except per- 
laps Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) — 
ivho is publicly mad at Eisenhow- 


Public opinion polls show he 


las retained an extremely 
high 


sersonal popularity. 


A number of reasons can 
be 


suggested for his popularity: 
He 


went into office with great pres- 
ige and great public esteen and 
ic has done nothing by his tactics 


forfeitvit. 
A personal attack is one of the 


jest ways to force people to choose 
up sides —for or against you — 
and Eisenhower has made person- 
al attacks on no one. 


He managed to get an end 
to 


he fighting in Korea, as Ihe prom- 
sed. He has 
steered 
clear of 


hreats he couldn't fulfill. It was 
Secretary of State Dulles, not Ei- 
senhower, who startled the world 
with talk of massive retaliation. 


The President h.s carefully fol 


owed a moderate course. Ans 
an 


example: If since 1953 he had been 
extreme in his 
criticism of th 


Russian leadership, it might have 
seen impossible for him to meet 
with the Kremlin men in Geneva 
where they establishedd a relation- 
ship which may do the 
world 


good. 
. 


And, 
as for dealing with Con- 


;ress where the Democrats should 
lave been his natural political 
'oes, 
lying in wait for him, it has 


been almost as if he followed this 
philosophy: 


"I have a number of programs 


I want passed. I could fighmt vig- 
vorously for each one of them and 
ook like an aggressive leader. But 
I won't get everything I 
want 


anyway.

"By following a moderate course, 


with every issue decided on 
its 


merits and not on a .personal bias 
involving me, making no enemies, 
I may do all right." 


He hasn't done badly: This year 


;he Democratic-run Congress has 
sassed much that he asked—some- 
times a .little less than he asked, 
as in foreign aid, or a little more 
than he asked, 
as in 
the mini- 


mum wage. 


The Democrats have gotten along 


with him so well that Washington; 
observers wonder how the Demo- 
crats are going to have any r<?al 
ssues in the 1956 presidential cam- 
?aing if they don't start fighting 
Eisenhower and the Republicans 
son, 


They may be reconciled to the 


:dea that he will run again, and 
win again, and th,at the best they 
can hope for is retaining control 
of Congress through the record o 


11 legislation they establish there.
